115 miles distant, was attacked and 
that many were killed on both sides. 
Subsequently a relief party, found 
Mr. Smart's horse which, had been 
severely wounded, but the English of- 
ficial was not located. 


The Smart party was harassed all 


the way t'roin Bushire to Shiraz. The 
fiercest fighting -was near Kazerun 
when, a party of armed nomads am- 
buscaded the the party. 
It ' } almost certain that diplomatic 


'entanglements will follow the attack.
